Buffalo, N. Y., June 27.—Octavus C. 
Cottle, 50 years old, head of one of the 
oldest and best known families in this 
city, was found 
yesterday 
morning 
loaded with chains in the cellar of a 
vacant house at 36 Byrnes street. He 
had been kidnapped and held for ran­ 
som right in the heart of the city and 
in broad daylight. 
A well-dressed stranger appeared at 
Mr. Cottle’s residence early 
Monday 
morning, saying he wanted to make a 
deal with Mr. Cottle about a piece of 
property which he owned on Chenango 
street. 
He asked Mr. Cottle to drive 
there with him at once and Mr. Cottle 
got into the buggy. 
At 
36 Baynes 
street, in the center of the block be­ 
tween W est Perry and Breckinridge, 
there is an unoccupied cottage. 
Ar­ 
riving there Mr. Cottle was invited to 
go in and show the place to the 
stranger. As he stepped inside the door 
the stranger and a confederate seized 
and gagged him. After an hour or two 
they released him so that his right hand 
was free, and producing pen and paper 
ordered him to write a note to his wife 
saying that he had been arrested in 
Fort Erie under an assumed name for a 
serious crime, and the note closed with 
the earnest admonition to his wife to 
give the bearer $2,500, as it was abso­ 
lutely necessary that he have that sum 
at once. One of the men then departed, 
leaving the other in charge of the pris­ 
oner. He went to the Cottle house and 
saw Mrs. Cottle, who was about to 
give him the money when her eldest 
son chanced to come in. He advised her 
not to give up the money, so she told 
the man to call later in the day, and 
in the meantime the matter was report­ 
ed to the police. They were unable to 
make any headway with it, however. 
The man did not return to the Cottle 
house. 
The other man remained with 
Mr. Cottle until Tuesday night and pro­ 
vided him with water and crackers. 
Alarmed at the failure of (tis partner to 
appear he disappeared from the house. 
A policeman passing the house heard 
groans, and breaking in the door of 
the house, made an investigation. No 
arrests have been made, but the police 
have a good description of the men. 
Mr. Cottle is a man of commanding 
and distinguished appearance, and is 
not lacking' in physical courage.

man who acted as a decoy was a letter 
which he received last Saturday, in 
which the writer informed him that he 
would call on him some time Monday 
In regard to the real estate transaction. 
The letter was couched in a business­ 
like way, and Mr. Cottle had no sus­ 
picions. Indeed, until the men jumped 
upon him after he had entered 
the 
Baynes street house he did not suspect 
anything. 
Mr. Cottle has furnished to 
the police a fair description of the men, 
but they were both of the conventional 
type and the police have gained 
ground at all.

New Republic Will Be Formed on July 
lo—Spanish Garrisons Surrender to 
Rebels—Two Important 
Victories 
Woo by Maximo Gomez—Spain 
Realizes the Situation. 
New York, Jnne 27—Tho Cubans 
will meet here In convention on July 
IO to elect a president and form a new 
government. 
Havana, June 27.—The most serious 
news of Spanish disasters received here 
since the outbreak of 
the 
rebellion 
reached here last evening. The garri­ 
sons of two towns have surrendered, 
and the places themselves have been 
burned by Maximo Gomez. 
Firing is 
heard constantly around Puerto Prin­ 
cipe and extraordinary precautions are 
being taken to protect that city. 
Owing to the restrictions placed by 
the government upon transmission of 
telegraphic news concerning the insur­ 
rection, only the most meager details 
of the disaster to the Spanish arms are 
obtainable. 
It appears certain, how­ 
ever, that the garrison at El Mulato. 
in the province of Puerto Principe, near 
the city of Puerto Principe, has sur­ 
rendered to Maximo Gomez. The gar­ 
rison consisted of about twenty-five 
Spanish soldiers under Lieut. Romero, 
and they were quartered In a guano 
house, fortified with 
palisades, 
with 
loopholes for rifles. The place was also 
provisioned, and contained a consider­ 
able stock of ammunition. 
During the unexplained absence of 
Lieut. Romero, the fort was surrounded 
by about 1,000 insurgents, under the 
command of Maximo Gomez. The lieu­ 
tenant 
surrendered 
the 
garrison 
against the decree of his soldiers, who 
were humiliated at being compelled to 
capitulate without a shot. 
When the garrison was in the hands 
of the insurgents Maximo Gomez or­ 
dered the village of El Mulato to be 
burned, and, after depriving Lieut. Ro­ 
mero of his arms, set him at liberty. 
The lieutenant was afterwards arrest­ 
ed by the authorities of Puerto Principe

DEPUTIES BATTLE WITH BANDITS. 


One of the Yeager Band Shot In a Run­ 
ning Fight. 
Wichita, Kan., June 27.—Deputy Sher­ 
iffs from Woodward, Ok., who have 
been scouring the territory for Zip 
W yatt, alias Dick Yeager, and his out­ 
law band for a number of days, came 
suddenly upon four of the oulaws fifty 
miles west of Kingfisher Tuesday night. 
The deputies fired a volley among the 
bandits and then beat a retreat. There 
was a rapid exchange of shots and in the 
fight one of the outlaws, Charley Black, 
a brother of Tulsa Jack, who was killed 
In the Cimarron fight last week, was 
badly wounded in the hip. 
His com­ 
rades quickly tied him to his horse and 
fled. 
Darkness soon closed In and the 
deputies were compelled to give up the 
pursuit. Early this morning the bandits 
crossed the Rock Island south of Hen­ 
nessey. The wounded man was still 
with them. A large posse of officers is 
now in hot pursuit. 


Wife Hires rn Murderer. 
Jeffersonville, Ga., June 27.—Mrs. Wil­ 
liam Nobles, her daughter and two ne­ 
groes have been arrested on the charge 
of killing the husband of Mrs. Nobles. 
The woman and her husband had quar­ 
reled a good deal and she, It is charged, 
pafd a negro named Gus Johnson $10 
for killing the old man by striking him 
on the head with a hatchet. The negro 
Gus claims that Mrs. Nobles struck one 
of the blows. 


Two Killed at South Enid. 
South Enid, Ok., June 27.—While a t­ 
tem pting to stop a fight between R. W. 
Patterson, registrar of the United States 
land office, and J. L. Isenberg, editor of 
the Enid Daily Wave, City M arshal W il­ 
liam s was shot through the right lung 
by Patterson and killed. As he fell he 
shot and killed Patterson. Isenberg 
published an article in his paper severe­ 
ly criticising Patterson, and a personal 
encounter resulted.

It is also rumored here that the rear 
guard of the insurgent force command­ 
ed by Gomez has been attacked by the 
Spanish troops, who killed twelve of 
them, and captured nineteen prisoners. 


Cattle, Barns, Granaries and Tobacco 
Sheds Suffer the Mo&t—No Chil­ 
dren Hurt In the Milwaukee Panic 
Northern Pacific Receivers Direct­ 
ed to Sue Henry Villard. 


Milwaukee, Wis., June 27.—Reports ot 
the damage done by Tuesday’s storm 
are pouring in from all parts of the 
state nad the outskirts of the city. 
None of the children who were in West 
Side Park were seriously injured, but 
there are twenty-five or thirty suffering 
from slight injuries. All the cellars in 
the city were flooded, destroying prop­ 
erty worth thousands of dollars. It is 
impossible to estimate the amount of 
damage which was done by flooding, 
but it is safe to say that it will be in 
the neighborhood of $25,000 in this city 
alone. Six hundred feet of the track

Park. Reports received from the State 
show that cattle barns, granaries, and 
shade trees were blown down and car­ 
ried away; and the storm did great 
MiMoSe to the crops.

Cyclone In Texas. 
Fort Worth, Texas, June 27.—A cy­ 
clone swept over Callahan county last 
night.

A church 
was blown down upon an adjoining par­ 
sonage, killing a young man named 
Mays. All sorts of rumors are in circu­ 
lation in regard to loss of life and dam­ 
age to property, but the telegraph wires 
were down and nothing could be learned 
of the extent of the cyclone. 


Cattle In 8outh Dakota. 
Pierre, S. D., June 27.—The annual 
spring roundup for branding has been 
completed. Cattlemen report the losses 
for the winter to be less than one-half 
of I per cent. Men owning hundreds of 
cattle have not a single loss to record. 
The grass on the ranges this year is 
better and heavier than for years, and 
cattle are now fat enough for beef, but 
too soft to ship. The cattle will be in 
fine shape for the Chicago market by 
September. 


Wage Scale Arran ge<L- 
Pittsburg, June 27.—Wage scales for

throughout the United States were ar­ 
ranged yesterday between the manu­

Treasury Reports a Surplus. 
Washington, June 27.—The Treasury 
receipts for the current month will ex­ 
ceed the expenditures. Yesterday the 
Treasury balance sheets for the month 
show a surplus instead of a deficit, and 
as the expenditures are usually light 
toward the end of the month, it is re­ 
garded as certain that the surplus will 
continue to grow from now until July I. 


Illinois Legislators Do Not Work Until 
After the Caucuses. 
Springfield, 111., June 27.—There was 
no work accomplished by either the 
house or senate yesterday, adjournment 
being taken immediately after the jour­ 
nals were read. In the house Mr. Nee­ 
lies occupied the chair, and Lieutenant- 
Governor Gill presided in the senate. 
This action was agreed upon by the 
leaders. There was nothing before the 
two bodies. It was the desire of the re­ 
publicans not to do any work until af­ 
ter their policy had been outlined by a 
loint caucus held this afternoon. 
Republican leaders have been busy 
figuring on the financial condition of 
the state. It Is their desire to prove that 
the figures furnished will not hold 
water. Mr. Harding of Warren county, 
who is a wealthy banker, has been going 
over the figures furnished by State 
Treasurer Wulff. He has figured from 
three different estimates, and the most 
liberal one for the Republicans will 
leave the state about $550,000 short of 
the amount appropriated by the last 
General Assembly at the end of the next 
two years. Another set of figures shows 
that there will be a surplus of nearly 
$50,000 in the treasury at the end of the 
next two vcars. 
This, however, esti­ 
mates tha. there will be an income of 
t $50,000 a year from the Coon inheritance 
law Just passed and that there will be 
an Increase in the amount of tax col 
lected from corporations of $200,000 a 
year. 
It seems to be the prevailing opinion 
the session will be a long one and that 
every subject mentioned in Governor 
Altgeld’s proclamation will be consid­ 
ered.

STORM IN ALABAMA. 


Louisville, Ky., June 27.—The Ken­ 
tucky Democratic State Convention last 
night nominated General P. Watt Har­ 
din, a free-silver man, for Governor on 
the first ballot. 
This convention in­ 
dorsed the administration, with special 
tributes to Presidential Cleveland "and 
his distinguished coadviser and secre­ 
tary. John G. Carlisle.’’ 
The free coin­ 
age men do not deny that they expect­ 
ed to control the convention and all its 
committees, platform, and nominations. 
They fought gamely to a finish, and 
acknowledged their defeat. 
The resolutions indorse the repeal of 
the McKinley tariff law, denounce the 
American Protective association, and 
expresses "undiminished confidence in 
the democracy and patriotism of Presi­ 
dent Grover Cleveland and his distin­ 
guished 
co-advisors 
and 
Secretary 
John G. Carlisle of Kentucky.*’ 
Following is the minority report made 
by the silver men on the financial ques­ 
tion. 
"Resolved, By the democrats of Ken­ 
tucky In convention assembled,' That 
the present democratic administration 
is entitled to the thanks of the whole 
country for its statesmanlike manage­ 
ment of public affairs, and we further 
declare that both President Cleveland 
and Secretary Carlisle are entitled to 
the unqualified indorsement of the 
American people for maintaining the 
gold standard and thus maintaining 
the credit of the government, and their 
issuance of $160,000,000 of interest-bear­ 
ing bonds Is hereby expresly indorsed. 
"The undersigned members of the 
committee on resolutions, believing that 
the democratic party 
of Kentucky 
should plainly declare in favor of true 
bimetallism or the gold standard, offer 
the following as a separate resolution 
and ask its adoption: 
Resolved, That we believe in the 
coinage of both gold and silver as the 
primary money of the country into legal 
tender dollars receivable in payment of 
all its debts, public and private, upon 
terms of exact equality.” 
The vote on the adoption of the 
majority report was 647 39-70 yeas and 
233 39-70 nays. 
Then the convention 
took a recess until 7:30 o’clock. 
On reasembling, at 7:30 p. rn., dilatory 
measures occupied 
almost 
an 
hour, 
when the name of Gen. Cassius M. Clay 
was presented by George C. Lockhart 
for nomination for governor, and was 
seconded by Isaac M. Quigley. 
J. R. 
Breckinridge, brother of W. C. P. Breck­ 
inridge, presented the name of P. Watt 
Hardin, which was esconded by James 
Tarvin and I. A. Spalding. There were 
878 votes; necessary to nominate, 440. 
Before the result of the ballot was an­ 
nounced, the Clay men moved that the 
nomination of Gen. Hardin be made 
unanimous, and it carried with a great 
hurrah. 
The result of the ballot was 
announced as follows: 
Hardin, 468%; 
Clay, 330%; Stone, 
76; Watterson, 
3. 
General Hardin accepted the nomina­ 
tion In a very eloquent appeal for har­ 
mony, without referring to any issues 
of the contest. He spoke very briefly. 
For lieutenant governor, the names of 
R. T. Tyler, M. B. Brown and Oscar 
Turner, Jr., were presented. Tyler was 
nominated without counting the vote, 
when the convention at midnight, ad­ 
journed till 9:30 a. rn. to-day.

"Your state democratic committee- 
having noted through the public preen 
that some of the enthusiasts in behalf 
of the free, unlimited and unconditional 
coinage of silver at the ratio of 16 to 
I were clamorous for a convention at 
the democratic party in this state for 
the purpose of giving expression 
at 
sentiment upon that to the exclusion 
of all other Important articles of dem­ 
ocratic creed, convened on June I W itt*. 
the view of canvassing the policy, pro­ 
priety and wisdom of committing the 
party by its action to such an unusual 
and unprecedented project. 
Upon the 
assembling of a full committee the gen­ 
eral phase of the subject was considered 
and thoroughly canvassed, the 
ments for and against having been 
tiently heard and carefully and dis­ 
passionately weighed. 
The judgment 
of the committee was registered against 
the calling of a convention by the de­ 
cisive vote of IO to 5.” 
The chairman gave as reasons that 
to call a convention for the purpose o f 
formulating a declaration of beliefs 
solely upon a single one of the national 
issues might be justly construed as an. 
abandonment of all others; that It 
would create schisms, ostracism, and 
anarchy; that neither tradition nor 
usage afforded a precedent for a con­ 
vention to predeclare upon any sub­ 
ject which must be dealt with by a reg­ 
ular convention that puts forth a dec­ 
laration of principles for its party can­ 
didates; that the committee did not feet 
clothed with the power to call such n 
convention.

to possible powers and uses beyond 
those regular duties which this ma­ 
chine is expected to perform. 
This 
reserve power is provided for not only 
that the machine may be sufficient 
for aoy emergency likely to arise, but 
also that it may do its regular work 
with greater ease and grace. 
Noth­ 
ing does its best work when driven to 
its utmost limits. 
The banker, the 
insurance man, the various loan and 
trust companies ell understand this 
necessity for a certain asserve po ver, 
and provide for it in their surplus ac­ 
counts, of which their soliciting agents 
are aute to make emphatic mention. 
This law of reserve power it applica­ 
ble to the noblest work of that noblest 
of all Gxi’s workmanship—man. That 
man does the 
best 
work in the 
world 
who 
has 
the 
largest 
fund 
of 
reserve 
power— 
stored up in a truly cultured mind and 
heart. 
To give this culture is the 
work 
of 
the 
liberal 
edu­ 
cation. 
Humanity in its entirety will 
come nearest this ideal state, when 
the largest possible number of indi­ 
viduals shall have received the best 
possible mental and religious training 
Let us n ite a few of the more obvious 
advantages of such a state. 


Makes Many Possibilities. 
“It affords a wider range of possible 
occupations. The man who knows one 
business, and only one, is almost anre 
somewhere in the race of life, to find 
himself temporarily or permanently 
stranded. 
This is a large element in 
the pauper question which will cooner 
or later demand the earnest attention 
of our municipal and general govern­ 


ments. 
Large numbers of immigrants 
who come to oar shores know nothing 
of the various forms of labor which 
offer employment and a living to men, 
and are obliged to confine themselves 
to the uncertain jobs to be picked up 
on the streets of the 
great city 
already 
overstocked 
with 
such 
residents. 
Failing to find such em­ 
ployment and knowing nothing else, 
they are obliged to beg or starve, 
and possibly to beg and starve. The 
happier condition of woman today is 
due to the fact that ti rough a better 
broader sentiment on the subject,

larger number of possible occupa­ 
tions is open to her and the liberal 
education fits her to enter one or 
another at her own sweet will.

power to do a variety of work fits a 
man to do better work in one occu­ 
pation he may choose, than he could 
do were all his knowledge and skill 
limited to that one particular work.

It was 
stated that the coal bill was growing 
beyond the expectations of the mana­ 
gers and even in the summer time at 
least one ton of coal per day was con 
Burned in making steam for pumping 
water and running the electric lights. 
Tnis, they argued, was too expensive, 
and the matter was referred to the 
building committee, consisting of Sn 
pervieors Bailey of Beloit; Edgerton 
of Center, and Ratheram of this city, 
together with the special committee, 
consisting of Supervisors Swingle of 
Turtle, Wilder of Union, and Kendall 
of Beloit.

necessary to continually pump water 
by steam, especially at so great a cost 
in fuel. 
In this connection she ques­ 
tion of extending the city water mains 
from the stand-pipe to the county 
buildings, 
has

and 
met with much favor. The 
committee held a meeting yesterday 
afternoon at the ayslum building, for 
the purpose of considering this propo­ 
sition. 
Some of the trustees had in­ 
terviewed the water company and the 
conference, resulted in the company 
making a proposition to furnish three 
hundred barrels of water per day, in 
eluding 
adequate 
fire protection 
for 
$400 
par year, 
the county 
to 
lay 
an 
b-inch 
water 
main 
from 
the 
stand-pipe 
to the building, a distance of about 
three 
miles. 
The company 
also 
stated in their proposition, that they 
woald lay this pipe for the sum of 
$12,000 in case the coutny did not 
wish to do so. 
Are Likely to Accept. 
The proposition is likely to be ac 
cepted, as the best and cheapest plan 
One of the trustees was seen, who 
said: 
“ The question of furnishing water 
is not the only one to be considered, 
for the lights cost fully as much as 
the pumping of water. 
If we can 
make a contract with Captain Nor­ 
cross to furnish lights, we will then 
be able to save at least a ton of coal a 
day, besides the expense of an engin­ 
eer in the summer. 
While we will 
have to keep an engineer at the build­ 
ing 
all the time, he 
could also 
be 
put on 
aa 
watchman, 
and 
thus 
sav e 
considerable 
for 
the 
county. 
We have expended consider­ 
able money for water, and it has not 
been a satisfactory expenditure. 
No 
doubt it will continue to ba unsatis­ 
factory and expensive until we adopt 
some other means. 
Some thick of 
sinking an artesian wel1, but this, it 
is claimed, would be no improvement 
over the present supply, as flowing 
water cannot be obtained at that

Seeds of the Mushroom. 
The spores (seeds), composed of a two 
coated cell, are borne on the gills or 
tubes under the cap. One plant often 
produces 10,000,000 spores. To see these 
tiny spores you must cut the top of a 
toadstool off and lay it right side up on 
a sheet of black paper. After a few hours 
remove it carefully, and an exact rep­ 
resentation of its shape will remain on 
the paper, formed by the thousands of 
spores which have fallen out. If the 
spores fall on favorable soil, they ger­ 
minate and send oat great numbers of 
tiny threads. 
These, becoming inter­ 
twined and woven together, cover the 
ground like the finest web, and this is 
known as the mycelium, or “ spawn.” 
The threads absorb nourishment and 
carry it to the quickened spore.—Mar­ 
garet W. Leighton in St. Nicholas.
